EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—I 
never knew Frank I. Bucking- 
ham from Adam. 
Some of 


the readers of this column 
might have because he was 
part of the Dixon scene be- 
fore the turn of the century. 


I read his obituary the\other day 


in the Kansas City Star and it im 
pressed me, not because of wha 
he was, but because of what h 
once said from a lecture platform 


Mr. Buckingham, a* H o m e 


Dixonitps knew him as a law 
college student here and as they 
heard him from a lecture plat- 
form here in 1938, was. a fiery 
speaker. One acquaintance re- 
called the time that in a law 
college debate In the local opera 
home he became Involved, phys 
ically, with his opponent. 
He spoke here in 193^. as a lee 


turer for the Order of DeMolay, a 
career that brought him renown 
as a world traveller and an ob 
server of world conditions. He dice 
in April at the age of 80. 


His obituary in the Star ran to 


considerable 
length. In 
it th 


writer of the obituary was niovec 
to comment: 


"The story of Mr. Buckingham's 


life perhaps was best summed up 
by him years ago in answer to 
hecklers following a speech in 
which he declared George Bernarc 
Shaw had been wrong m advising 
youths to go to Russia. Mr. Buck 
ingham asserted that he was com 
petent to judge conditions there 
and continued: 
" 'I began life as a poor boy 


(in Illinois). I went to work in a 
machine belt factory in Chicago 
when I was very young and 
earned 
enough money to go 


through school. I got an educa- 
tion, maybe not such a good one, 
but I did it. My country per- 
mitted me to do it. I learned 
what I pleased. 
" '1 practiced law. I built more 


than 100 buildings. 1 do, not ask 
what your competency is. I 
bought farm'., cultivated them, 
sold them. My country permitted 
me to do tbat because I was 
able. I reaped the fruits of my 
industry and intelligence. I was 
able to do it under the laws of 
my country. 1 did not rise to 
great heights hut 1 rose from 
what I was.

" 'SiisT I made a home and rear- 


ed child: en. I sent my son through- 
college and made a doctor of him. 


" 'Above all, sir, I learned to use 


my common sense. I can go to 
Arkansas or to Moscow and see 
with clear eyes. I happen to know 
what it is all about.' 
" 'I saw Ktissla. The living 


conditions there are intolerable 
to me. I am an American. I do 
not believe .women should work 
on the, railroad*. The women I 
.saw were, mothers/of families. 
Some of them were 40 to 50 year* 
old. I.belicve, in our standard of 
living, in our form of govern- 
incut. And 1 Khali uphold them, 
sir, against Russian communism 
a* long as I have voice and the 
help of God.'"

Twister Leaves 
76 Dead in New 
England Towns 


WORCESTER, Mass. (#>)•—The most devastating tor- 


nado ever to strike New England smashed through populous 
c'entral Massachusetts Tuesday night, taking a toll of at 
least 76 dead and more than 700 injured. 


At least 2.500 were left 


homeless in 11 communities 
through which the storm left 
a path of death and destruc- 
tion. 


Authorities said they won't 


know how high the death toll 
might reach until rescue work- 
ers finish digging through 
every pile of debris for those 
who might possibly still be 
buried. 


Many at Dinner 


The crushing wind caught many 


families m their homes as they 
were sitting down to their evening 
meal. Others were killed m stores, 
factories and on the streets. 


The tornado struck here less 


thn 24 hours after a similar storm 
lit sections of Ohio and Michigan 
with a toll of 139 dead and 1,000 
injured and 15 million dollars in 
property damage. 


The storm's boiling center struck 


Worcester and adjacent towns but 
ts destructive force was felt over 
an area of about 40 square miles. 


Pittsfield in Western Massachu- 


setts and Exeter, N. H.. also felt 
he effects of the tornado but no 
deaths were reported there. 


Worcester alone counted about 


55 dead and 400 injured. 


Big houses were lifted complete- 


y off their foundations and dropped 
vnrds away. Automobiles were 
osscd as much as 150 feet. 


Baby Vanishes 


In Holden. Mrs. Ruth Oslund 


hysterically told police the wind 
vhipped her two-weeks-old dnugh- 


sight after she ran from her house 
in the belief she would be safer m 
the open. The baby has not been 
found. 


One eyewitness told how he saw 


a mother and her small child 
crushed to death beneath a big 
trailer truck that had been lifted 
by the wind and carried several 
feet. 


Debris was carried by the heavy 


wind as far ns 40 miles away. 


A big housing development in 


Worcester was almost completely 
leveled. 


A new five million dollar build- 


ing of the Norton company, a Wor- 
cester machine tool plant, was 
reduced to a tangled jumble of 
steel and bricks. 


Nuns Killed 


Two Catholic nuns and a priest 


were killed at Assumption college, 
Worcester, where a retreat was in 
progress.

scribed the scene at '.he college, as 
"just like a place, that had been 
shelled." He added that a. number 
of clergymen were m a. dazed con- 
dition "like shell shock victims."

City Expects 
More Funds? 
Mayor Says 


Reveal Departments 
Will Receive Hikes 
Under New Figures 


It is estimated that it will 


cost the city of Dixon approx- 
imately $464,446.10 to oper- 
ate during the 1953-54 fiscal 
year. 


The city council Tuesday night 


filed the annual appropriation ordi- 
nance for the fiscal year starting 
April 22, 1953. 


According to the ordinance, the 


new budget estimate is $50,861.54 
more than the 1952-53 appropria- 
tion Of $404.584.65. 


More, Revenue 


Dixon's Mayor William Slothow- 


er indicated that the increased 
appropriation for 1953-54 is made 
possible by two primary revenue 
factors. 


First, the city anticipates re- 


ceiving more revenue this year 
because of a 10 per cent increase 
in the 1052 corporate tax rate 
amounting to the maximum allow- 
ed by law. 
, 


The corporate 
tax 
rate was 


raised from .233 to .2564 in 1951 in 
accord with legislative action of 
the 67th general assembly allowing 
cities to make the increase prior 
to Dec. 30. 1951. 


Higher Valuation 


And second, more income will 


probably be forthcoming this year 
because of the oveiall increase in 
the assessed valuation of Dixon 
property in 1952. 


Corporate and special tax levies 


on the 1952 property valuations will 
result m a blanket revenue in- 
crease expected to meet the 1953- 
51 appropriation, Slothower said. 


Money received to operate the 


.city in the 1952-53 fiscal year was 
based on the 1951 assessed valua- 
tion of $34,273,060 while in 1953-54, 
the funds will be based on the 
1952 assessed valuation of $36,- 
538.431, he added. 


The total amount appropriated 


for this year's general fund is 
5292,366.19 or $45.481.51 more than 
the 1952-53 appropriation of 52 16,- 
88 1.65. 


In the category of special levies, 


the total figuie is $172.550 or $15,- 
850 more than the $157,700 appro- 
priation for 1952-53. 


Increa.se Kvidenl 


The increased appropriation is 


evident in all of the city depart- 
ments. 


A total of $59,255 has been ap- 


propriated for the department of 
public affairs under Mayor Sloth- 
ower. an increase of $8.275 over 
last year's figure of $50,980. 


In the department of accounts 


and finances headed by Carl Plow- 
man, the. appropriation was in- 
creased fiom the 1952-53 figure of 
$22.137 to $25.122. 


• Commissioner C. L. Ballaid's de- 
partment of public health and safe- 
ty will receive a working fund of 
$100.713.72, an 
increase 
of 
$7,- 


308.57 over last year's figure of 
$93.435.15. 


The appropriation for the depart- 


ment of streets and public im- 
provements headed by Commis- 
sioner Joseph 
Vailc amounts to 


$68.670.47 or $18.747.47 over the 
1952-53 amount of $19,923. 


Commissioner L. ,1. Welch's de- 


partment of public property was 
appropriated $38,275 or $7,865.50 
more than last year's $30,109.50.

Cease-Fire Prospects 
Dimmed by Swiss, S. 
Korean Objections 


PANMUNJOM (/P)—Unit- 


ed Nations and Communist 
truce negotiators—their work 
apparently all but finished— 
today handed staff 
officers 


the job of putting a Korean 
armistice into final form, then 
recessed indefinitely. 


All signs still pointed to a cease- 


fire within the week, but these 
developments clouded the picture: 


1. Swit/eiland a n n o u n c e d it 


would not seivc on the five-nation 
prisoner lopatiialion commission 
unless South Korea approves the 
truce. 


2. South Koienn leaders reitera- 


ted hitter opposition and anti-ar- 
mistice demonstrations raged in 
Seoul for the second straight day. 


3. A spokesman for Syngmnn 


Rhee dashed reports that the South 
Koiran President will fly to Wash- 
ingtnn to make, a personal appeal 
against the truce. Rhee, he said, 
will not leave Korea "at this time 
of giavo .situations."

Commissioner Vaile Appeals in 
Vain for Double-Deck Parking 


The contract for work on the proposed off-street parking lot at Sec- 


ond street and Hennepm avenue was awarded Tuesday night by the 
city council to the Lindquist Construction company, Dixon. 


Approval of the Lindquist bid 


of $5,712 to complete the work in 
60 days was made by a unanimous 
vote of four of the five'councilmen 
present. 


Commissioner Joseph Vaile, al- 


though voting in favor of the con- 
tract award, said that he was not 
entirely satisfied with the setup 
across the street from city hall. 


"He emphasized that the parking 


lot at Second stieet and Hennepm 
avenue was of exieme importance 
to the city business district and 
should be handled with great care. 


The area on Second street be- 


tween Peoria and Galena avenues 
serves as an important "feeder" 
to the downtown area and every- 
thing should be done to obtain 
maximum use, he explained. 


Vaile said that the council should 


have had some bids on a double- 
deck parking area, contending that 
the stiucture would relieve much 
of the conjesnon south of the busi- 
ness distuct. 


Mayor William Slothower said 


that thought has been given to a 
double-deck structure but that the 
city is faced with the problem of 
financing it. 


However, the mayor added that 


present plans will not interfere with 
the future construction of a two- 
story affair when money becomes 
available. 


Engineering plans now call for 


an inexpensive lot that can be re- 
vamped with little cost when the 
time for a second level is at hand, 
Slothower added.<

form coats, to the Edward Vaile 
clothing company, Dixon, on its 
bid of $1,122.

Taft's Hip

hospital, Taft hobbled onto the 
senate floor on crutches and said 
his administrative assistant. .lack 
Martin, would issue a statement 
later. 


Martin's statement, approved by 


Taft. said: 


"They (doctors) have advised 


him that the condition is a serious 
one, and that while he can attend 
the senate and keep up with his 
work there, he will have to take n 
good deal of rest, and puisne a 
course 
of tieatment which will 


prevent his being active as flooi 
leader during the balance of the 
session." 


Claims U. S. 
Not Able to 
Stand Alone 


President's Talk 
Also Defends His 
Cut in Air Budget 


MINNEAPOLIS — (/P)'—. 


President Eisenhower said to- 
day all the free' nations of the 
world must stand together in 
the "total defense" against 
communism. He declared the 
United States, even though 
the strongest n a t i o n on 
earth, "cannot make our own 
decisions, fight and stand as 
only we ourselves mayv 
choose." 


"There is no such thing as par- 


tial unity. That is a contradiction 
in terms,"" Eisenhower said in-a 
speech prepared for the National 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. . 


Defends Budget 


The President also took occasion 


to defend his controversial cut in 
the Truman administration's Air 
Force budget, declaring his pro- 
gram will mean "fewer planes'iri 
theory, more planes in fact—more 
swiftly and less expensively." 


In pointed words, 
Eisenhower 


declared that the insistence of his 
critics on "magic numbers"—an 
apparent reference to those insist- 
ing on a 143-wing Air Force—ia 
"not reasonable." 


The President named no names * 


in today's speech, his first on a 
five-state tour that will keep him 
away from Washington until Sun- 
day night. 
, 


Outlines "Concept" 


Outlining what he called 
"our 


whole concept" of the conduct of 
world affairs, 
Eisenhower 
ham- 


mered on the theme that unity with 
allies of the free world is neces- 
sary the globe over. 


He said: 
"A total struggle—let us never 


forget it—calls for a total defense. 
As there is no weapon too small- 
no arena too remote—to be ig- 
nored, so there is no free nation 
too humble to be forgotten. All of 
us have learned—first from the 
onslaught of Nazi aggression, then 
from Communist aggression—that 
all free nations must stand togeth- 
er, or they shall fall separately." 


And this "essential, indispensa- 


ble unity," he declared, "means 
compromise." 


Eisenhower set out this concept 


of indispensable unity as his reply 
to those who learn to what he 
called "the fortress theory" of de- 
fense. 


This, he said, is the theory that 


asks why the strongest nation in 
the world cannot stand by itself— 
why. particularly in Asia, "where 
so many of our sons have died m 
freedom's name, cannot we make 
our own decisions, fight and stand 
as we ourselves may choose?" 


Declaring there can be no "par- 


tial unity," Eisenhower demanded: 


"How? . . . Where? 


••How—"Where—can there be re- 


treat from this unity? Surrender 
Asia? That would mean leaving a 
vast portion of the population of 
the entire world to be mobilized by 
the forces of aggression. Surrender 
Europe? That would mean more 
than doubling the industrial power 
of those same (Communist) forces. 


"Who is there who thinks that 


the 
strength of America is so 


groat—its burdens so easy, its 
future so secure—t h a t it could 
make so generous a gift to those

Deny Link to Atomic Blasts 


WASHINGTON M—The weather 


buicau said today iheic have been 
1M9 tornadoes icporied in ihe coun- 
try so far this year and that this 
may be a iccoid for the 35 ycais 
in-which tornado counts have been 
kept. 


Damage and deaths are running 


higher this year ihan usual but no 
individual month's recoid has been 
bioken. the buieau said. 


Repoits thiough last Monday 


listed 352 deaths in toinadoes this 
year. This total docs not include 
pcihaps 75 01 more 
unofficially 


recorded deaths since then. A tor- 
nado which swept thiough pails of 
Missouri, Indiana and Illinois in 
Match, 1925, killed 800 persons, 
many moic than this year's toll. 


A\cra«o 1UU 


In the past 35 yeats. the weather 


buicau baid, the nation has aver- 
aged 109 loinadocs in the first six 
months of the year, wiih an aver- 
age of 202 deaths. 


Milton L. Blanc, chief of the 


weather bin can's local and special 
seivices section, said theie was 
no possible connection between the 


spate of tornadoes this year and 
the senes of atomic lest explosions 
in Nevada dunng the spimg. He 
said an atomic explosion is a 
"small thing" compaied to tre- 
mendous foices unleashed by na- 
ture' in a tornado, which may 
strike with winds whirling at up 
to 500 miles an hour at its center. 


Not Unusual 


Blanc said theie was nothing 


unusual about the Flint disaster, 
so far as the bureau knows, except 
that it happened to hit a laige city. 
Most toinadoes blow themselves 
out in open countiy. 


Blanc said the impressive total 


of toinadoes and deaths rolled up 
this year was in part at least the 
result of more complete toinado 
reporting through the buieau's net- 
woik of civilian observcis. 


Toinadoes have been icporled in 


all slates of the Union but they 
ate most fiequent in the great 
Central Plains and plateaus cast 
of the Rocky mountains and least 
fiequent on the West Coast.

End of Bloodshed and Death First 


Result of Korean Truce 


To men of good will the world over, a truce in Korea 


rjmeans above all an end to three years of fighting and dying. 
'Free men must always welcome an end to the shedding of 
.blood, so long as that goal is not bought by surrender or ap- 
peasement. 


; 
The United States and its UN allies were willing to ac- 


• cept this truce for one overriding reason. We and our friends 
! believe that the Korean war could not be won without risks 
1 and sacrifices far greater than we care to pay. Practically 
! speaking, therefore, our leaders consider victory unattain- 
; able. 


Those who do not approve this truce insist victory can 


I Be had. and Korea unified from Pusan to the Yalu. But only 
• a few objectors grasp'the full logic of their position, namely, 
' that the quest for complete military triumph means the ex- 
penditure of thousands more lives, billions of additional dol- 
lars, and very possibly an enlarged war with the huge main- 
land armies of Red China.»

For nearly two years, since the Communists first indi- 


cated readiness to negotiate, the conflict in Korea has been 
.in virtual stalemate. We have been living out the alternative 
,to full war. 
But even a stalemate costs heavily in men and 


-treasure. With that painful burden upon us. and conclusive 
(.victory seemingly beyond reach, we see a truce as a worth- 
while achievement in itself—the stopping of a ruthless tread- 
mill. 


All this stress upon the truce as an inconclusive end 


should not. however, obscure the fact that this outcome is 
'flot a defeat for the western nations but is in reality a modest 
victory.

We have driven the Communists from all but a tiny, 


useless patch of the South Korean soil they invaded on June 
,2o, 1950. 
We have pressed them north from the old border 


at the 38th Parallel, and now occupy a substantial slice of 
North Korean territory. The position \ve hold is not ideal, 
but it is more defensible than the prewar line, which left the 
capital of Seoul badly exposed. 


When we entered the war. our goal was simply to repel 


•the invader, not to conquer and unify all Korea. Only after 
our successes at Inchon in September. 1950, did we raise our 
'sights toward the Yalu and the fulfillment of what had long 
been a political goal of the United Nations. 
This change 


^should not mar the fact that we achieved our original purpose.

New problems flood in upon us. Will the Communists

A truce is not a peace. Will this one lead to an honor- 


able political settlement in Korea and perhaps the whole Far 
East, or will it leave two armed camps with guns poised to 
renew the battle?

will the Reds take advantage of this release from struggle 
to plunge into new adventures of aggression elsewhere? 


The free world is joyful that the guns are falling silent 


in one troubled land. But it cannot relax its vigilance until 
the signs of hope are more real.

of debate,

movement to decision. For all this 
is little more than a reflection of 
the state image—the false creation 
of some nation's or some bloc's 
power-politics. 


"And perhaps the greatest worth 


of the United Nations is precisely 
this: It holds up a mirror in which 
the world can see its true self. 
And what should we want to see in 
such a mirror but the whole truth 
—at such a time of total struggle?" 


Of his defense program, now un- 


der considerable fire in congress, 
Eisenhower said it is designed not 
for any sudden emergency but for 
"an age of peril" and on a realis- 
tic assessment of the nation's long- 
term economic capacity."

He felt that under those condi- 


tions, any-forthcoming resignation 
would be best now than in the 
future, giving a man with time to 
handle the job a chance to take 
over early in the fiscal' year.

Mrs. Brewer was carrying her

grandchild whom he had never 
seen. 


Farmer told Reid he had not 


seen his children since he was 
jailed in Lubbock more than two 
years ago. 


He was convicted of murtler in
